If there is anyone who thinks we are the 
greatest country in the world because we 
are the richest and most productive, he has 
been ‘misinformed. The United States is the 
greatest country in the world because its 
people enjoy a vastness of freedom never 
before known to mankind. It is great be- 
cause, throughout its history, it has been 
guided .by the conviction that individual 
rights and human personality are matters 
of paramount importance. 


The most serious of the grave dangers 
our country faces today is that we will not 
do enough for ourselves to save our freedom, 
but assume.a fatalist attitude, because we 
fee] that it is futile for us to do something. 
The most. prodigious source of this nation’s 
economic strength is our system of com- 
petitive personal enterprise. We know this, 
but so does the opposition. If the free enter- 
prise system should collapse, the entive 
structure that is the United States of A- 
merica, will tumble down, and seizure of 
the entire world by Socialism would occur 
with only minor resistance, 


A point of danger which we must recog- 
nize is to be found in the continuing growth 
of bureaucracy in our Federal government. 
This increase could lead to so much depeén- 
dence on Federal aid that we shall eventu- 
ally become a welfare state. It seems incon- 
sistent to fight Socialism if we do not our- 
selves use every effort to curtail the grow- 
ing dependence on the Federal government 
within our own country. The inefficiency of 
government in practically every business 
enterprise it has undertaken is a matter of 
record, which is exceedingly bad. 


Our survival as a free nation depends 
upon thorough understanding of the tech- 
nique utilized in bringing about a welfare 
state, for at the end of such a state is a 
police state and loss of liberty to everybody. 
A case in point is the matter of that Soéial- 
istic piece of legislation called, “Medicare.” 
Right now, the proponents of this plan 
naturally do not call it socialistic, as they 
are fully cognizant that the concept of So- 
cialism does not appeal to the majority of 
the people. Advocates of this plan prefer to 
say “compulsory health insurance.” But re- 
gardless of the choice of words they may 
prefer to use, they are, in reality, talking 
about Socialized cine, Therefore, it 
would behoove us to find out all we can 
about this welfare state concept.

HOW CAN A BANKRUPT U.S.A. SUPPORT THIS WELFARE STATE PLAN?

Wilbur Mills, a long time foe of medicare 
has suddenly thrown in the sponge. Did Mills, 
as Chairman of the House Ways and Means 
Committee yield to Zionist pressure? 
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This is deliberate deception, for where else 
does the Federal government obtain the 
money to provide the so-called “free” med- 
ical service except from the people, who 
actually are the government. The cost of a 
government system of medicine would be 
greater than that of a private system, for 
all experience proves that costs. invariably 
rise when the. government becomes involved. 

Most assuredly, no one who requires med- 
ical care should be without it, but under 
our system of “private” rather than “pol- 
itical” medicine, we have come closer to 
this humanitarian goal than any other 
country including the ones who have adopted 
Socialized Medicine. Let us therefore spend 
our efforts in perfecting this progressive 
system, the one we already have, rather 
than promoting the reactionary system of 
putting the politician between us and our 
physician. 

Fortunately, we do not have to rely on 
guesswork to obtain a clear view of what 
happens to medical costs and to the quality 
of medical care under Socialized Medicine, 
because we need only to take a lesson from 
what Great Britain is painfully learning about 
such a plan, 

This plan has existed for about fourteen 
years in England. British physicians are 
subordinate to the bureaucrat. The science 
of medicine is reduced to an instrument of 
politics. The relationship between the doctor 
and patient is impersonal and inevitably be- 
comes involved with strangling red tape, to 
say nothing of the lack of adequate time 
the physician has to devote to the individual 
patient. The personal relationship between 


Health, three clerks for every doctor in the 
British Isles. A government-operated med- 
ical system in this country would on that 
basis, call for the employment of an ad- 
ditional million clerks, and it would demand 
a building that would make the Pentagon 
look like a pill box next to a mountain. 


When this socialistic plan became a law 
in Great Britain, back in 1948, it covered 
the field of health care in and out of the 
hospital for everybody, including free med- 
ical, hospital and dental care, free drugs 
and other appliances and equipment. The 
cost was estimated at a relatively modest 
107 million British pounds annually, but this 
cost figure doubled the very first year, and 
in ten years the medical care service price- 
tag read 707 million pounds, quite a differ- 
ence from the original estimate. Expenses 
increase, and the quality of medical aid de- 
crease. Here is a description of how the 
patient fares, submitted by a former British 
citizen: 

“If a person’s time has more than a cer- 
tain value, it does not pay him or her to use 
the National Health Service, So many people 
are resorting to the doctors’ offices and 
hospitals that the wait seems endless. The 
poor are actually getting less satisfactory 
médical attention than they had before the 
institution of the Service, for in many out- 
patient departments, the time of waiting is 
doubled or tripled. And it is no joke sitting 
in a hospital waiting room when you are

A'FAIDURE IN EUROPE 
When ‘our sdlons in Washington come ‘to 
consider proposals that’a system of social- 
ize medicine, however camouflaged, be "Set 
up in this country, they do not have to grope 
in'the dark, because it is not an untried ex- 
periment, Several’ Countries abroad are ‘try- 
ing it'tMght' now, ahd'in their experience may 
be found a sharp warning for the United 
States. Great ‘Britain furnishes ‘ah excelient 
example. Sone plan of compiilsory sickness 
ifi@tirance “exists in every Furopéan country 
except Swifzerland, Where the ‘g6vériiment 
subsidizes ‘the ‘iMetlical ¢b-opérative.. The 
costs are going up everywhere, but howhiére 
else as rapidly as in England. 


Socialized medicine Was fatin¢héd ‘in 1948, 
with the announced purpose of providing 
\heaicd] aid ‘gratis to everyone ‘irrespective 
bf ‘meals. ‘Immediately, of ¢Ourse, it ‘de- 
veloped that' it Was tod expensive. In eleven 
yedi's, iile | retail ‘prices in England Wete 
inereasing ‘by approximately 40 per ‘cent, 
the cost ‘of ‘government doctoring ‘more 
than trebled.'It now amounts to better than 
15 ‘pér ‘Gent ‘of an overinflated ‘natid 
budget, dt counting cash' payments by the 
insured ‘Or'the levies on municipalities, 

Orie “6f' tie | principal reasdnis ‘for the ‘cost 
increase ‘is ‘that there are two or three 
clérks ‘for “every physician. On this basis, 
if ‘this ‘country ‘Were to ‘adopt a similar 
system, ‘the ‘U. 'S. ‘Government would ‘Have 
to employ nearly two million additional 
clerks. 


Neither the! physician nor the patient’ fares 
‘well ‘under ‘this systern. The ‘tax-payers, ‘who 
foot the bill, ‘register with «general ‘prac- 
titioner, ‘This’ doctor is paid'by the Ministry 
of Health an annual fee amounting to about 
$2.50 for each patient. In order te make a 
living, "he must see so many patients "that 
he can‘give each one only the barest mini- 
mum of time for diagnosing, prescribing, 
filling out-up'to sixteen kinds of certificates, 
plus forms'for his own ‘files. Patients -are 
continually ‘being shifted back “and-forth ‘be- 
tween overworked practitioners and over- 
crowded hospitals. 

This ‘is ‘merély a brief outline -of how 
socialized ‘medicine ‘is practised in England. 
in Germahy, a‘report of the plan is to‘be 

. found in the’ magazine, “Der Spiegel.” Eighty 
per cent’of ‘the people of West Gerniany are 
under socjal security. Anyone enrolled in the 
State system, before he or she attained 
earnings ‘of a thousand dollars a ‘year,‘can 
remain in ‘the ‘plan no matter how high his 
or her ‘earnings 'go. Furthermore, -his ‘or 
her contributions amount to no more than 
those ‘whose annual income may be as low 
as $165. 


In Gettnaity, as elsewhére, the avaifabil- 
ity of State Metical Services has the‘ effect 
of promoting a demand for them. Céneérns 
employing -five-thousand persons apply for 
five-thousand sickness certificates each 
quarter -year, for they figure that every 
employee will find it convenient to report 
Sick at deast once during the ‘threeanonth 
period. The same tendency ‘is reflected -in 
the rise in ‘demtand for drugs. Also, the 
average*period of hospitalization has steadily 


risen. In ‘general hospitals in Munich, the e 


average ‘patient back in 1955, remained 
now remains thirty-eight days. 
fenden to, ry ong: the hospital 
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ical profession, but also have led to a serious 
deterioration in the quality of medical aid. 

Sweden is another country with the doubt- 
ful blessing of a Socialistic program. Her 
spending for*health alone, jumped from 580 
million kroner in 1948 to 2 billion, 300 mil- 
lion kroner nine years later. 

In Hungary, the medical profession has 
nothing to do with the management ‘of ‘the 
governmental medical system. It is directed 
‘by the Cérter of the Trade! Uniotis for Social 
Security; and the entire organization is in- 
fected. with bureaucrats and bureaucratic 
procedures. If the patient wants something, 
‘he ‘must éxééute "some obsctife ‘papers. The 
doctor ‘devotes about half of this time with 
papers of different shapes and colors to pre- 
vent the use of carbon paper. Time allowed 
for examination ‘is limited. The labor unions 
compare the efficiency of a clinic with that 
of a factory, and-strict orders are issued as 
to how much time a physician must spend 
with his patients. 


In Japan, effects of socialized medicine 
are such that members of the country’s med- 
ical association have threatened to withdraw 
from the national health insurance plan and 
refuse to treat the patients. Although the 
Nipponese government did grant an increase 
of 10 per cent, the incomes of physicians are 
still lower than those of people in compar- 
able ‘professions, and are generally recog- 
‘nized to be the lowest medical fees univers- 
ally. According to one member of the Ja 
Doctors Association, a Dr. Akira Osada, 
physicians in that country have discovered 
that once the Nipponese government assumes 
control, it becomes next to impossible to 


bring about arly chahges ‘which would im-. 


prove the treatment of their patients. The 
physician also said many of the bright young 


people in his country are turning to profes- 


sions not under government control, Those 
aspiring to be doctors have to pay their own 
‘education expenses and then go through an 
intern period oi ammost non-existent income, 
which makes it very difficult for them. 

In France, a similar situation exists as in 
Japan. A report, well-authenticated, states 
‘that Socialized Medicine has, ih ‘effect, ‘pre- 
vented the devélopmerit of good hospital 
Service. Doctors threatened not to tréat the 
‘patients, ahd'rurmor has ‘it that they actually 
did go ona Strike. 

In this country, those who advocate 
tying medical care to Social Security taxes 
deny that it could be a move toward social- 
ized medicine, but who can doubt that this 
would be the first step in a drive to pro- 
vide medical, dental, hospital and nursing 
home needs for all persons of retirement 
age? Simultaneously, we would have to 
expect a campaign to lower the age of 
eligibility by steps until, finally, the pro- 
gram covers or purports to cover, the 
health needs of all, from cradle to the grave. 


IT’S THE TAXPAYER WHO PAYS 
If this piece of legislation passes, the 
cost would be terrific, certainly much more 
than the one-billion dollars a year that pro- 
ponents of this “first step” estimate. 


Returning to Great Britain, the cost of 
the ‘health program soaréd to two and a 
half billion dollars annually, for grossly in-

Captive Nations. 

They are the national groups that—against 
their will—are now existing under Commu- 
nist domination. 

They include: 

(a) Those incorporated within the bound- 
aries of the Soviet Union and Red China. 

(b) The “Satellites,” the supposedly inde- 
pendent countries that have their own Com- 
munist governments. 


What are the Captive Nations? 

The Captive nations, together with the 
dates of the Communist takeovers are: 

1920—Armenia, Azerbaijan, Byelorussia, 
Cossackia, Georgia, Idel-Ural, North Cau- 
casia, Democratic Republic of the Far East 
(Siberyaks), Ukraine. 

1922—Turkistan. 

1940—Estonia, Latvia, Lithuania. 

1946—Albania, Bulgaria, Outer Mongolia, 
Serbia, Croatia, Slovenia, etc. in Yugoslavia. 

1947—Poland, Rumania. 

1948—Czecho-Slovakia, North Korea. 

1949—-Hungary, East Germany, China 
(Mainland). 

1951—Tibet. 

1954—North Viet-Nam. 

1960—Cuba. 

1964—Zanzibar (Tanzania). 

Certain other countries in Africa, Asia, 
Central and South America are on the way. 


Have the Communist Parties ever repre- 
sented the majority of the people in these 
countries? 

No. The Captive Nations are all ruled by 
dictatorial minorities.

Even in Soviet Russia itself, the Commu- 
nist Party is and always has been, a small 
minority—estimated at about 3%, 


Were the Captive Nations taken over by 
the Communists by democratic processes, 
such as guaranteed freedom of speech, the 
press, assembly and organization, and 
through free, honest elections? 

Without exception, definitely not. They 
were taken over by force, fraud and sup- 
pression. 

Communist expansion has employed var- 
ious methods including: 


(a) The old-style imperialism, the taking 
over of other countries by force and incor- 
porating them within its own domain, and 
maintaining its rule by terrorism. Outstand- 
ing examples are the conquest of Latvia, 
Estonia and Lithuania in 1940, 
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(d) The destruction of the national heri- 
tage of each of the victim nations, by en- 
deavoring to substitute Russian (or Chinese) 
culture. 


Were the Communist take-overs accom-< 
plished peaceably? 

No. The spread of Communism has taken 
a terrible toll of human life. Obviously, 
exact statistics cannot be compiled, but re- 
liable estimates reveal over 32,000,000 deaths 
within the boundaries of the USSR, 30,000,- 
000 in Red China, and 6,291,000 elsewhere. 
These fatalities were the results of Commu- 
nist expansion in the past 47 years and were 
occasioned by revolution, civil war, induced 
famine, mass deportations, executions and 
slave camps. 


Were the victims of Communism “enemies” 
of the- working class?” 

No. Workers and peasants have been the 
chief sufferers. The professional and “intel- 
lectual’” classes have also been victims. 

For example, in the Russian seizure of 
Latvia in 1941, the first wave of terror was 
launched against the “outspoken enemies of 
the regime:” the former president of the 
Latvian Republic, the cabinet members, par- 
ty leaders, the individuals who dared set 
up an election list separate from that of 
the (Communist). Workers’ Union. All of 
these people were arrested and either de- 
ported to forced labor camps or executed. 
Having eliminated the actual and potential 
leaders of any possible opposition, terror 
was directed against “persons of some im- 
portance in the past” in order to stimulate 


class hatred. Those among this group who- 


were not arrested or deprived of their prop- 
erty and means of existence were scheduled 
for later mass deportation. When collec- 
tivization started, the independent farmers 
were on'the list of those persecuted and later 
the workers also experienced the iron fist of 
the secret police. 


What are some of the results of the Com- 
munist take-over of the Captive Nations? 

The establishment of a totalitarian police 
state under the Communist Party concerned. 
The abolishment of democratic institutions 
such as freedom of» speech, the press, aS- 
sembly and organization. Taking over of all 
mass communication media. Reduction in the 
standard of living. Sovietization of industry, 
trade and transportation, Collectivization of 
agriculture. Persecution of religion and. the 
close control of whatever religious denom- 
inations that are permitted to remain. In- 
doctrination of the nation’s youth in Com- 
munist ideology. Disruption and reconstruc- 
tion of the judicial system. Arrests, depor- 
tation and Red terror. 


Can the people of the Captive Nations 
offer any opposition to the Communist rule? 
_ No. Any attempt at protest or insurfection 


is by the Communist 
police and the Red Arm. 
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tators who have been inciting Negroes to 
commit such atrocities for years.”

King, James Farmer, James Forman, Bayard 
Rustin, and Jesse Gray are the intellectual 
authors. of the Harlem riots,” Mr. Schuyler 
charged.
